Meanwhile, from Guam it was 
announced that a large force of 
100 or more Superfortresses yes- 
terday hit the industrial city of 
Hamamatsu, 60 miles southeast of 
Nagoya on the Japanese mainland 
island of Honshu. Bad weather 
prevented them from bombing ef- 
fectively the original target, the 
Tachikawa army air arsenal near 
Tokyo.

Not a Superfort was lost in the 
Honshu strikes nor in attacks on 
six oft-hit airfields on southern 
K rushu. 

Carrier planes raided Tokuno,

Sic Semper Tyrannis 


Benito Mussolini, the self-styled “Cae- 
sar” who promised Italians a new empire, 
lies dead in Milan. Shot by Partisans, his 
body lay in a public square, while throngs 
of Italians spat upon it, kicked it and re- 
viled the man they once had worshipped. 


One report said the body was later 
placed in the show window of a five-and- 
ten-cent store. 


Thus, in utmost ignomy, dies the man 
who played the role of jackal among the 
dictators of the Axis. Thus, scorned and 
reviled, he comes to the end of a story as 
strange as any ih all the pages of history. 


Mussolini betrayed his people. Once, 
when first he seized control of his country, 
he had opportunity to serve a people suf- 
fering under the economic reactions of

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Russia Really 
Isnt an Enigma 


(Russian Impressions, con’t.) 
On the plane out of Moscow and later, weath- 
ered in at Baku on the Caspian, I tried to co- 
ordinate personal impressions and ideas obtained from those long 
in the country. 

Some of the confusion engendered by Russian attitudes at San 
Francisco need not occur. The Russian asks for what he wants 
and, being something of an Oriental and more of a Slav, he usually 
asks for more than he expects. But his rock-bc m position is 
there just the -same. 

The Soviet Union is a young nation. The ideas of its people 
are new. Yet there is within them an ancient tradition and cen- 
tury-old impulses and reactions. They are not so much Marxists 
as they are Russians with the temperaments and reactions de- 
veloped, as have been our own and those of any other peoples, by 
events and by their economy and history. 

That they are suspicious is but natural. For most of their mod- 
ern history the hand of every nation was against them and the 
diplomacy and international tides were set against them. This 
forced them to be an isolated country, alien and suspicious. 

They have come to be a great power and, make no mistake, they 
know it. They know, too, their people are tired of war. 
had not three or five years of sacrifice, but 25. At the very mo- 
ment when they were able to justify their revolution. to their own 
people, with consumer goods production, the war halted it. They 
are sensitive about it. They know, and their people know, that other 
nations have a superior standard of living. They want peace and 
they want it badly. They have wounds to heal. Keep in mind 
they will have lost between 12,000,000 and 15,000,000 persons when 
the war ends. Russia needs peace. But. let no one think she wants 
it because she is weak or because the people are restive. They are 


not. Weary they are. But not restive. 

Another thing to Keep in mind, in seeking to un- 
Propaganda derstand Russia, is that since she is a new coun- 
try, there inevitably are some new ideas and methods in her ap- 
proach. This is notably true in the field of diplomacy. 

I met one of our better diplomats, of long and distinguished 
service, who said that the day of diplomacy, as the world knew it, 
was done. The days of striped pants, cutaway coats and mentalities 
to go with them, were long past, but not many realized it. What 
was needed, he thought, was a diplomatic corps of technicians and 
men with backgrounds enabling them to interpret events and cur- 
rents in the light of that knowledge. 

In a journey around the world by airplane, one cannot, of course, 
obtain by one’s own experience, an adequate supply of information. 
It may, however, be generously supplemented by asking questions 
of those who have had sufficient experience, and by reading. 

It was in Cairo that I had brought sharply to mind the state- 
ment of the American diplomat about the need for an overhaul in 
our conception of diplomacy. The Middle East is more important 
to the future than ever before. It always has been the key to 
control of that vast region in and about it. 

There persons who knew told me how the Russians, rated by 
the thoughtless as foes of religion, had been paying strict attention 
to the religious elements in the Middle East. Their. minister to 
Egypt had been a professor and a scholar, fluent in Arabic. 

Their minister to important Syria, Daniel Solad, is professor -of 
Semitic languages at the University of Stalingrad. He talks with 
the. people in their own language, understands their culture, re- 
ligion and psychology. In Egypt their staff speaks Arabic and one 
of the legation, Abdel Rahman Stetanoff, is a Moslem and wor- 


shins in the mosques.

about at the few early ones present. One man looked 
like a sturdy Swedish-American from Minnesota. A moment later 
I met him. He was Nikolai Kossolowsky, of the Tass News Agency. 

He was, in addi- 
tion to being an able reporter, an Egyptologist, one of the best in 
Russia.

The_Russian policy is, and has been, direct. It is not intelligent, 
for instance, to say the policy at San Francisco is a surprise or a 
new decision reached after Mr. Roosevelt’s death. And, since they 
have a policy, it makes sense to say Poland has more right at the 
conference than Argentina. 

Russia, I am convinced, will make agreements. She will drive 
hard bargains. They will not be idealistic or ephemeral. They will 
be tough and they will be supported by good reasoning. 

If we listen to those who would drive a wedge between us and 
co-operation with the Russians in world affairs and direction, we 
will have committed the worst folly of our history. Any decision 
of the future, whether we like the fact or not, must take into calcu- 
lation Russia’s position. That is true of us now as it was before. 
Because ofjour great power and influence it is impossible for us 
to remain out of any great world problem.

Our Released POWs 
To Run Camps Here 


Since writing the column of enemy prisoners 
| of war in this country which appeared in this 
. Space yesterday morning, two new regulations 
for the handling these men have been made public. One is that 
the Nazi salute, the stiff arm upraised, has been forbidden in the 
camps. The other is that our own men who have been prisoners 
of the Germans or Japs and released by our victories are to be 
assigned as guards and supervising personnel of the POW camps 
in this country. 

I have never believed that the average American Army men 
who have had this job would be too lenient to the prisoners, but 
when men who have experienced the horrors of German and Jap 


camps certainly will not be. 
© va 

One of the most difficult problems 
Weeding Them Out faced when the prisoners began pour- 
ing into this countr™% was to weed out the vicious Nazis and Ges- 
tapo men from the herd. To the untrained eye, all of them looked 
alike, talked alike and, apparently, thought alike. However, there 
were eyes in our War Department not untrained and all:-known 
trouble-makers have, one by one, been segregated. Non-cooperative 
prisoners are in separate camps or compounds. Officers are segre- 
gated from enlisted men. No prisoner-of-war exercises command 
over another. In every camp bulletins have been posted telling any 
prisoner who fears for his own safety need only report to the near- 
est American officer or enlisted man and he will be given ade- 
quate protection. . 


To date there have been only five murders and two forced 


suicides that could be traced to Nazi methods. The accused have 
been tried, though, in accordance with regulations, their sentences 
have not been announced. The murder and suicide rate among 
German POWs is lower than the rate, shown by insurance statis- 
tics, for the general German public in time of peace. 


The number of escapes ha® been exceedingly small. 
The total listed officially is 1,354. That includes men 
who have slipped away from a work detail and returned to camp 
a few hours later. Only 31 have been at large more than 14 days 
and these have eventually been picked up. 

The percentage of prisoner escape is lower than that of prisoners 
in our own federal prisons. | 

And the percentage would be far lower if it were not for our 
practice of sending POWSs out te work. Most of the so-called 
escapes are, more accurately, “absentees’” who have walked away 
from such jobs for a few hours. 

Incidentally, American guards are taught to shoot to kill, if 
necessary to prevent escapes. We have shot 56 prisoners attempt- 
ing to escape. Of these 35 died. The remaining 21 were wounded. 
To date there has been no report on any attempt at sabotage by 
escaped prisoners. Fifteen crimes are charged to such escaped pris- 
oners. Twelve involved theft of motor vehicles and the other 
three theft of clothes, money or other articles tntended to aid their 


escape. 

: It was early seen that it would have 
Working Prisoners been silly to maintain more than 300,- 
000 men in idleness ata time when this country was faced with a 
labor shortage. So a contract labor program was launched for the 
POWs. More than half the°work they did was in agriculture, the 
rest in various types of labor, ranging all the way from watch 
repairing to common ditch digging. 

When a farmer or contractor wanted to employ POWs, he had 
to obtain a certificate from his local manpower commission office 
that there was no free civilian labor available. For POW labor was 
prohibited from competing with free labor. Second, the same WMP 
office had to certify the prevailing wage for that type of labor, 
because no employer was -permitted to pay less than was paid t 
free civilian labor. Otherwise, one employer would be subsidiz 
to the detriment of his neighbor and competitor. 

The Italian service units are granted certain small. privileges. 
Their work 1s extremely valuable. In one six-menth period, the 
latter half of 1944, they contributed 6,000,000 man-days of work. 
Their’ pay is $24 a month. 

I don’t think we have mollycoddled our prisoners. With Amer- 
icans who have experienced being POWs themselves in charge, I 
am confident there won’t be any mollycoddling in the future. ‘

Yet he not 
only learned to* walk normally, 
but went on to break all world 
records as a mile runner, 

A Negro girl living in poverty 
seemed almost hopelessly handi- 
capped 30 years ago. Yet Marian 
Anderson, blessed with a beauti- 
ful voice, overcaine all obstacles 
and at last attained the ultimate 
glory o. singing at the White 
House for the King and Queen 
of England.

WASHINGTON.—Because of the importance 

of the United Nations Security Conference at 

ee. San Francisco it is difficult to understand, the 
cynicism of certain segments of the American press. 


Mostly they are the same group ‘of papers which so bitterly . 
attacked our foreign policy before Pearl Harbor, the papers which 
saw only evil in Woodrow Wilson’s dream of world peace as en- 
visioned in his work at Versailles. 


Just as they scorned the idea that there was any danger to us 
in the war upheaval which burst upon Europe in 1939, they now 
scoff at the high purposes of the San Francisco meeting. 


The conference is being called a “phony” conclave. It is being 
held up to derision and ridicule. Not daring to attack it openly, the 
scoffers are resorting innuendo, seeking thus to destroy the con- 
fidence of the American people in its -deliberations. 


What the critics hope to accomplish is obvious, of course. They 
are merely laying the groundwork for the opposition which they 
hope to see arise to encompass the defeat of world peace plans as 
later presented to the senate for ratification. _ \ 


The motives of the maligners can best be questioned bypointin 
out that they are trying to give the conference a black eye without 
waiting to see what instrument of peace it brings forth. The child

: What happens at San Francisco is not near- © 
Next Generation ly so important in relation to the present 
generation as it is to those that are to follow. Germany and Japan, 
after we are done with them in this war, will be a long time re- 
covering for the next one. Even if we turned them loose and left 
them scot free to prepare for another conflict, it would probably 
take them 30 or 40 years to recover from the devastation their war- 
like acts have thrust upon them.. : 


It is the next generation, rather than the present, therefore, 
which is more vitally concerned with the workings at the Golden 
Gate city. It will be their blood that is spilled, not ours, if the 
world is allowed to be plunged into another war of global scope. 

But the late President Roosevelt in setting forth the aims and 
objectives of the San Francisco meeting was not thinking so much 
of the next generation as he was of civilization itself. More than. 
anyone else, perhaps, he knew of the scientific advances that are 
being made in the art of war. He it was, in fact, who set our 
scientists to work in devising new weapons of destruction. 

If it were possible to tell the public all that is being developed 
by the scientists in the form of new lethal devices, it is incon- 
ceivable that any man could raise a voice against the most drastic 
scheme for enforcing world peace. 

Some of these weapons are utterly catastrophic in their design. 
They may be capable of destroying an entire country in a very short 
time. Security reasons even forbid that any reference to them or 
the principle involved be mentioned. 


Among the least sensational of the lot are 
, rocket bombs, such as those the Germans have 
been employing, which can be fired for a distance of several thou- 
sand miles. = 

That means that any or all of our cities could be destroyed by 
attack from an enemy nation situated far beyond our boundaries, | 
and with a suddenness that would leave us paralyzed and perhaps 
powerless to defend ourselves. | y 

We have only the stars to thank that the Germans did not com- 
plete their experiments in this line before declaring war on us. 

Regardless of what the latent power of a great nation like ours 
might be, we would be helpless to defend ourselves against a smaller 
country armed with weapons of such destruction. Navies and armies, 
as we have known them, would not suffice to parry the blow. 

Those who are fully familiar with the scientific war develop- 
ment now in progress are authority for the statement that civi- 
lization may not be able to stand up under the impact of another 
war as it may be conducted in the future. 7 

Some of the revelations that may be made after the present 
conflicts ends will be staggering to the lay mind. They will be 
enough to startle nations into a true realization of the necessity tor 
maintaining peace, at whatever cost. 

In the light of these facts, for they are facts, it is beyond the 
pall of reasoning to understand how any group of publicists, how- 
ever small, could be so misguided as to attempt to ridicule the 
exalted aims of the San Francisco conference. 

It is a conference which thinking peoplé everywhere should not 
allow to fail. The consequences of such a failure are laden with-

Encouraging Aspects 
Of Frisco Conference 


SAN FRANCISCO.—There are two aspects of 
this United Nations Conference that are most en- 


couraging. 


They become manifest now that the 


iiamnary political maneuvers are mostly out of the way—though 
not entirely--and the conference is settling down, in the committee | it is forgetting the German prob- 
stage, to its serious business of drafting a charter for an interna- 


tional security organization. 

One is the show of a democratic 
spirit in the arrangement where- 
by at regular plenary sessions the 
representatives of all: of the 46 
nations here, small as well as 
large, are given an opportunity to} 
express their views freely—and 
some of them are speaking out 
plainly and with good suggestions. 

The other is the flexibility in the 
approach to framing of a consti- 
tution, as it might be called,. for 
the organization. 

This latter works out in two) 
important ways. 

In the first place, where there 
is a’broad outline on which to 
begin work in the Dumbarton 
Oaks proposals, it is not hard and 
fast and rigid. Scores of amend- 
ments are ing offered for con- 
sideration from all sides, not only 
by the small nations but also by 
the big nations, including the Unit- 
ed States, designed to improve and 
strengthen the organization in var- 
ious ways. 

Russian Foreign Commissar Mol- 
otov phrased this flexibility rath- 
er neatly. When asked at a press 
conference whether Russia favored 
any changes in Dumbarton Oaks 
he replied that it did, otherwise 
there would be no use in holding | 
this conference. 

In the second place, there is a) 
general recognition here that the 
charter which comes from this 
meeting is not in any way final, 
but the basis of a growing and 
changing world government, some- 
what after the ideal of our own 
constitution. It has been amend- 
ed and reinterpreted through the 
yeais to meet changing political, 
economic and social conditions in 
a nation that started with 13 
States. 

This process of growth and 
adaptation is a peculiarly Anglo- 
Saxon conception, as was pointed 
out by British Foreign Minister 
Eden, speaking from the tradition 
of the development of British de- 
mocracy and_ institutions over 
hundreds of years. 

It is the hope that, in time, the 
mecessarily loose .and sketchy | 
structure to be created here may 
be transformed gradually into a 
real world government. This 
ideal has been raised often and 
effectively by one forward-looking 


American delegation, Commander 
Harold Stassen, of Minnesota. 
Though, unfortunately, it seems 


‘too bold to be worked out yet at 


this stage of international political 
development, 

The framework here can be the 
eventual basis for such a world 
government. Unless it is, then 
this conference will not have fully 
achieved its purpose. It would 
seem that something more closely 
‘approximating the Stassen concept 
could be devised here, especially 
after one try 25 years ago and two 
world wars. But it is still diffi- 
cult for the politician or diplomat 
to put himself in a foxhole, though 
it must:be said that there is a deep 
realization of the need to avert an- 
other such war, 

Two amendments prepared by 
the American delegation look to- 
ward growth and change. One by 
Sen. Vandenberg, Republican, of 
Michigan, would give the general 
assembly of the security organiza- 
tion the right to review treaties 
and commitments made by United 
Nation members during the war. 
The other, by Sen. Connally, Dem- 
ocrat, Texas, would provide ma- 


chinery for amendment to the 


basic constitution on petition of 
seven members of the security 
council, the proposed top govern- 
ing body, and three-fourths of the 
assembly, in which every nation 
is represented. 

Generally, the medium and 
smaller nations here will endeavor 
to get more power for the assem- 
bly. They want to make it more 
than “a debating society.” Some, 
too, are demanding that the se- 
curity council be enlarged to give 
them more representation. Un- 
der the Dumbarton Oaks plan it 
would consist of 11 members; the 
five big powers, Great Britain, 
Russia, France, China and the 
United States, as permanent mem- 
bers, with six other rotating mem- 
bers from smaller nations. 


There is also some dissatisfac- 
tion here among the smaller na- 
tions over the Yalta voting agree- 
ment, which requires unanimoyps 
agreement by the five permanent 
members of the security council 
for action against an aggressor. 
Thus one of the big nations could 
veto such action. But it seems un- 
likely that this can be changed.

No Changes Wanted at Home 


PRINCETON, N. J.—As Presi- 
dent Truman takes over the reins 
of office, there is mounting dis- 
cussion. over the direction this 
country will take on domestic af- 
fairs after the war. 

The late Franklin D. Roosevelt, 
probably more than any other 
man of this generation, exempli- 
fied the spirit of social reform in 


‘the United States. 


Yet there are indications today 
that the largest group of the 
American people are not now par- 
ticularly interested in seeing many 
changes or reforms in this coun- 
try after the war. 

In fact, a survey just complet- 
ed across the nation by the In- 
stitute reveals that the majority 
of Americans want things to re- 
main pretty much as they were 
before the war. 

Moreover, among the minority 
who say they would like to see 
reforms and changes, there is a 
substantial group that would have 
these changes take the country 
— toward the pre-New Deal 

ays. 


All of this is shown when field 


reporters for the Institute put this 
question to a representative sam- 
Ple of adults throughout the 
United States: 

“After the war, would you like 
to see many changes or reforms 
made in the United States, or 
would you rather have the coun- 
try remain pretty much the way 
it was before the war?” 

The replies: 

Want to see réforms + 39% 

Want things about as they 
were 52 

Undecided . s 

Of the changes, 20 per cent 
might be classified as social re- 
forms such as more liberal social 
security provisions, a health in- 
surance plan, better housing and 
slum clearance, elimination of rac- 
ial and religious discrimination. 

' Seven per cent of the sugges- 
tions point to a desire to return 
to pre-New Deal days. These are 
suggestions that we “get back to 


the constitution ...do away with 
government controls.” The re 
maining 14 per cent of the sug- 
gestions call for better administra- 
tion of labor unions, settlement of 
labor disputes without resort to 
strikes, for keeping prices up after’ 
the war and taxes down, as well 
as a variety of others ranging 
from better care of delinquent 
children to changes in our trans- 
portation systems. 


There are sharp differences in 
thinking on the question among 
people in’ the various educational 
levels. Nearly six out of every 
10 among those who have attend- 
ed college say they want to see 
changes or reforms, while just 
about the reverse is true of those 
who have not gone beyond grade 
school,
